The statement follows: 

"Revision of Narberth Borough and 
Lower Merion Township tax rates, to- 
gether with the funding of the new 
Lower Merion High School Adminis- 
tration Building, alter somewhat the 
precise items but not substantially the 
totals in tax savings accruing to Bor- 
ough taxpayers under the merger. 

"The revised Township tax rate is 
8 mills* — Borough, 16 mills. Narberth 
Borough's net funded debt is 2.4 per 
cent, of its assessed valuation. Lower 
Merion Township's funded debt is 
four-tenths of one per cent, of its as- 
sessment, leaving a net differential of 
2 per cent. Interest and sinking fund 
requirements (at present Borough 
rates) for carrying and retiring this 
debt difference are 2 l A mills. 

"Lower Merion Township charges a 
sewer rental seperate from its 8-mill 
tax levy. The actual sewer rentals 
are as follows: Water closets, $1.75 
each; basins, $0.70 each; bath tubs, 
$1.05 each; sinks, $2.45 for first, each 
additional at $1.05; laundry tubs, each 
part, $0.70. For a dwelling house j 
having one bathroom, kitchen, sink 
and two laundry tubs, the annual sew- 
er rental would therefore be $7.35. i 
The Merger Sub-Committee, in trans- 1 
lating these rentals to a millage equiv- i 
alent for comparative purposes, took J 
an average of $10 per connection for j 
the 1300 connections in Narberth, giv- j 
ing them 2M mills. i 

"Adding therefore to the 8-mill! 
Township rate, 2% mills for debt 
equalization and 2% mills for sewer 
rental, we have a total Township rate 
of 13 mills for the area compared to 
the 1933 Borough 16-mill levy. 

"The Lower Merion School tax rate 
remains at 12 mills plus $1.00 per 
capita tax. Narberth School Dis- 
trict's tax rate remains to date 20 
mills plus $2.00 per capita tax. 

"Lower Merion School District has 
a funded debt equal to 1.7 per cent, of 
its assessment, while the Narberth 
School District has a funded debt 
equal to 1.9 of its assessment, leaving 
a net differential of two-tenths of 1 
per cent., or $9,200.00. 

"A special millage of two-tenths of 
one mill would be required to carry 
and retire this amount. This, added 
to the Lower Merion 12-mill rate, 
equals 12.2 mills. 

"Our total tax bill under these re- 
vised rates would be therefore: 
Township tax 13 mills on

School Board to Fill 
Vacancy in January 

Resignation of K. L. M. Pray 

Accepted With Regret; Dr. 

King Slated for President 

WELCOME SUGGESTIONS 



At the meeting of the Narberth 
School Board last Friday night the 
resignation of Kenneth L. M. Pray 
was accepted with regret. 

According to the School Code the 
Board is legally required to fill the 
vacancy until the next election, which 
in this case will be in the Fall of 
1933. 

The vacancy caused by Mr. Pray's 
j resignation will be filled at the Jan- 
uary meeting of the Board when an 
appointment will be made. Thr. 
Board will welcome suggestions of 
likely candidates for the post. 

The election of a president of the 
Board will also take place at the 
January meeting. It is believed that 
I Dr. LeRoy A. King will be chosen 
I for this office. A member of the 
I Board for many years and its sccre- 
J tary for a considerable period, Dr. 
j King is engrossed with educational 
1 work, holding a professorship at the 
University of Pennsylvania in that 
field and serving on many State com- 
missions and committees. 

Other members of the Board are 
Mrs. Harvey W. Monks, vice-presi- 
dent; Dr. Walter Steckbeck, treasurer, 
and Mrs. H. R. Rinehart. 



At a meeting of the board of direc- 
tors of the Community Health and 
Civic Association, held Monday, Mrs. 
J, Emott Caldwell, chairman of the 
Main Line Seal Sale Committee, re- 
ported that $2,905 has been received 
from the sale of Christmas Seals to 
date. This is $900 under the amount 
received from the sale up to this time 
last year. The Seal Sale Commit- 
tee will continue its efforts to raise the 
funds required to carry on the local 
fight against tuberculosis. 

Money raised through the sale of 
Tuberculosis Seals on the Main Line 
finances the tuberculosis work done by 
the visiting nurses in this community. 
Only the funds raised by the Main 
Line Seal Sale Committee can be used 
for work done locally. Mrs. Caldwell 
explained that many people do not 
realize that the local committee is a 
separate organization, having no con- 
nection with the Philadelphia organi- 
zation and that no assistance is re- 
ceived from funds raised in Philadel- 
phia through the sale of Christmas 
Seals for work in this community. 

The sale on the Main Line is con- 
ducted entirely by volunteers — a com- 
mittee of women, of which Mrs. Cald- 
well is chairman. The administrative 
costs of this committee are conse- 
quently very low. The expenses of 
the local sale have been $125, which 
was paid for printing and postage 
for the 6,000 letters containing seals 
mailed to members of the community. 
One half of the receipts of the sale 
are turned over to the Montgomery 
County Tuberculosis and Public 
Health Society; the other half of the

Dividend by February 28 

A dividend of 5 per cent will

The 
depositors who are entitled to 
$1 and over will receive the pay- 
ment in the form of a check 
which will be mailed to the ad- 
dress on file at the present time. 
It will be necessary for the de- 
positors who are entitled to 99 
cents or under to call at the 
bank for their money. The de- 
posit liability is approximately 
$6,055,102.97 and the advance 
payment will amount to approx- 
imately $302,755.10. This is the 
first money received by the de- 
positors since the bank closed 
October 28, 1931."

Merger Group Claims 

#53,000 Tax Saving

Saving: 

Borough, $15,000; School, $38,758; 
total, $53,780. 

"On a $3,600 assessment (Nar- 
berth average) this would result in a 
$38 saving on real estate tax plus the 
per capital and occupation tax saving 
(two adults in family) of $4.25, leav- 
ing a total for the family of $43.13. 

"In the Township Narberth would 
have one-thirteenth of the total popu- 
lation, while adding one-eighteenth to 
the Township assessments. There- 
fore we would be entitled to one Com- 
missioner- representing $7,303,000 as- 
sessment for the $5,000,000 we con- 
tribute. Could anyone ask for more? 

"The foregoing computations are 
based on data of public record avail- 
able to anyone. 

(Editor's Note. — *The Township 
tax rate for 1933 has not been adopt- 
ed and will not be until January or 
possibly February. The Commission- 
ers have intimated that there will be 
a reduction of one mill in the present 
9-mill rate. 

**The figure cited of $80,000 for 
the 1933 Borough levy is incorrect, 
according to the Budget passed on 
first reading at the December meeting 
of Council. At this time a budget of 
$68,267.50 was adopted. This would 
leave a saving of $3,267.50 on the 
Borough end instead of $15,000 as the 
statement reads. Consequently, this 
item would cut down the total tax 
saving to $42,025.50 instead of $53,- 
780.00.) 



Merger Committee Reproved 

To the Editor of "Our Town:" 

Last week I commented on your edi- 
torial of the 9th and concluded by 
promising comment on Mr. Burns' let- 
ter in the same issue. It is not my 
purpose to clutter your paper with 
argument on a subject which, when 
analyzed, really doesn't merit argu- 
ment. (Not that there are not two 
sides to the merger proposal, but a 
reasonable study soon disposes of the 
need for argument.) Nor is it my 
desire to inject personalities, which 
surely are beside the issue, and there 
are no personalities intended. How- 
ever, interested as I am in maintain- 
ing the identity and integrity of our 
local Borough status, and knowing 
that many residents have not as yet 
been approached directly by either 
side, I must insist that in working 
about the town in an effort to obtain 
signatures to an anti-merger petition 
1 1 have found a condition to exist which 
I by no means squares' with the state- 
] ment of the Merger Committee that 
j its efforts are directed to the present- 
| ing of a fair picture based on true 
| facts. For that reason those of our 
' residents who have not as yet been 
j approached on the subject, if asked to 
: sign a petition in favor of the mej - 
; gei - , should demur until they have had 
: an opportunity to "listen further." 
| It is not unsual to hear it raid. 
i "But we will save 25 per cent, to 
: 30 per cent, of our taxes. One resi- 
dent claimed having been told the 
tax saving would be $50.00. (This on 
I a house assessed at $;>500, and itj 
: would take a 14-mill cut to produce 
it). Another said "Why shouldn't 1 
1 sign a merger petition when I will 
save $65.00 on my taxes" ■ — and that 
' house is assessed also at $3500 — hence 
the deluded home owner expects 
(without thinking how ridiculous) a 
| cut of 18 Vs mills. Another house- 
j hold had been persuaded to sign for 
' the merger on the promise of a heavy 
! tax saving without there having been 
: any discussion of the off-setting disad- 
vantages. They, like others, immedi- 
ately signed the anti-merger counter- 
petition. These are merely isolated il- 
lustrations, but imagine being placed 
under such misapprehensions by a 
committee purporting to present the 
facts; the true facts; and nothing 
j but the facts. 

j The Merger Committee has maK* 
tained the position throughout that 
the total tax saving would be $55,000 
(necessitating an 11-mill cut) while 
all the while knowing that the Nar- 
berth tax rate was to be cut two or 
three mills. They have averaged the 
Lower Morion sewer tax at 3 mills, 
while knowing that on properties of 
low assessed value (and there are 
many of them) this tax equals 5 or 6 
mills. They have definitely reiterated 
that conditions in the Borough would 
not be affected, while knowing, among 
other things, that Lower Merion does 
not clean its own towns as Narberth 
is kept clean. They have stated that 
the playground and community build- 
ing would be continued unaffected 
without any basis for such asurrances. 
In fact, there is not a statement they 
make regarding the maintenance of 
Narberth that doesn't of necessity 
have to be finished up with an "if," 
a "maybe" or a "?," and this is a 
fact they cannot deny, yet which they 
won't recognize or admit. 

The elemental objections to the 
merger are obviously avoided with 
scrupulous care. 

If we must scrap this problem out, 
let's do it above board and on the 
level — and, I might add — with the 
elimination of the ultra-selfish motive 
that instigated the proposal". 

Let me close by repeating that this 
is a personal expression and is not 
sponsored by the Citizens' Committee 
Against the Merger.

Christmas Time seems to be the 
turning point in the garden year. 
Time to look back over the past sea- 
son and time to look forward to the 
season to come. Gardeners are opti- 
mistic folic. They have to be! Per- 
haps they ask a little too much of 
Nature sometimes — or perhaps the 
weather was not favorable. However 
— they will try again — perhaps in a 
more thorough manner or with better 
knowledge of the plant and soil re- 
quirements. And what of the garden 
of the coming year? The perennial- 
ly insistent seed catalog will soon be 
arriving in the mails, the appeal is 
always there — to those who love 
green growing things, there will be 
time to study and compare and plan 
the new and better garden of 1933.

A Merry Christmas for the birds. 
The heavy snows of the past week 
have covered their natural food, so 
that if we want them to survive and 
stay with us we must offer them food 
and drink. A real bird-feeder is best, 
filled with seeds and grains, such as 
sunflower seed, hemp, rape, millet, 
finely cracked corn and chopped raw 
peanuts. They also want heat pro- 
ducers in the way of fats. The best 
form is beef kidney suet, chopped fine, 
and placed in holes in a suet log. 
But while we are waiting for the real 
bird-feeder and the suet log we can 
do a lot of good by throwing bread 
crumbs on the ground — the starlings 
and sparrows will feast on them — but 
we can say that we are feeding the 
birds. 

Poinsettias do not like cold droughts 
or cold air of any kind. They pre- 
fer a temperature of 60 degrees, or 
over, and maximum sunlight. The 
same may be said of practically all 
tropical, or near tropical, plants used 
for flowering indoors. 
>• 

Something very "Christmassy" 
about the Norfolk Island Pine (Arau- 
caria excelsa). It craves lots of sun 
and should be in a moist atmosphere 
— or placed in a deep saucer with 
lots of pebbles and a little water in 
bottom — the same result will be ac- 
complished. This is also a good way 
to keep the proper moisture about 
ferns, the pot should not rest in the 
water, but on the pebbles. The idea 
is to keep the air about the fern 
moist. 

One of the best, and best looking, 
of house ferns is the old reliable 
Boston, Nephrolepis exaltata. The 
smaller ones, known as Teddy and 
Teddy Junior, may also be kept living 
for a year or two under average 
house conditions.

The shrinkage on the real estate 
holdings of the Counties, including the 
banking house, was 99 per cent. In 
other words the Counties' directors, 
on their books, listed ownership of 
real estate at $165,113.91. The State 
Banking Department gave this only 
a valuation of $5. All propertied 
were heavily mortgaged. 

Here are the real estate holdings 
of the bank on which heavy losses 
occurred. 

A second mortgage on the property 
at 120 East Lancaster avenue, Ard- 
more, in the name of Elizabeth M.

Real Estate Holdings Respon- 
sible for Biggest Share 
of Shrinkage 

"It's a sad, sad story." 

With these words an executive of 
the State Banking Department com- 
pleted his discussion of the appraise- 
ment of the Counties Title and Trust 
Company, filed in Norrlstown 

The figures show that out of every 
$100 on deposit in the institution 
when it closed its doors July 25th, 
the depositor may expect to lose 
$91.46. 

The appraised value of the bank's 
assets are less than half those car- 
ried on the banks books. When pre- 
ferred liabilities, offsets and prefer- 
red deposits are deducted there re- 
mains but $19,302.35 to meet a net 
deposit liability of $225,909.42. 

Loans have been written down 
from $272,280.06 to $112,031.49. In- 
vestments carried at $308,136.90 are 
valued now at $176,715.78. The bank- 
ing house at Montgomery and Ander- 
son avenues carried on the books at 
$95,645.49, less a mortgage of $40,000, 
is valued by the appraisers at $1.00. 

A similar sad story is told by the 
other real estate carried on the books 
of the bank. This was listed at 
$204,468.42, less mortgages of $95,- 
000.00. Four dollars is all the ap- 
praisal allows for this $109,468.42 as- 



set. The other real estate includes 
a group of stores adjacent to the 
banking building, and an old house 
at 322 East Lancaster avenue, now 
used as a gasoline station, with a 
newspaper plant in a garage at the 
rear. 

The furniture and fixtures have 
dropped from $27,202.74 to $1,487.00. 
Other heavy losses are seen in the 
statement which is printed in this 
issue. 

While loans to officers and direc- 
tors appear on the itemized statement 
in some number, they do not compare 
in number or magnitude with the list 
in the Merion Title report.

The report shows no fabulous bor- 
rowing, no wholesale loans to direc- 
tors and their relatives, nor many 
of the earmarks which distinguished 
the Merion Title crash. The princi- 
pal loss, according to the appraisers, 
lies in the real estate in which the 
bank was a heavy participant, due to 
its position as a part of the highly 
speculative Montgomery avenue busi- 
ness district promotion. This $160,- 
000.00 write down in real estate is 
the biggest single loss. 

Liquidation will not be expensive, 
banking officials state, and salvage 
might possibly exceed the appraised 
figures. If this is the case, a slight- 
ly higher percentage will accrue to 
the depositors. If not, the total 
amount a depositor will get eventual- 
ly will be 8.54 per cent.

A set of milk regulations establish- 
| ing new standards for the operation 
jof creameries and milk receiving sta- 
tions was passed by the Lower Merion 
| Board of Health i 

| Under these regulations permits 
| will be issued by the Health Board 
when inspections show that operators 
of these stations have complied with 
the standards. Inspections, within a 
35-mile radius, will be made by Dr. 
George W. Grim, milk control officer 
of the Township. Cost of inspections 
outside this radius will be borne by 
the stations. 

All milk sold in the Township must 
now meet standards of "A" milk, as 
fixed by the State Board of Health. 

According to Dr. Bertrand K. Wil- 
bur, president of the Board, who pre- 
sided at the meeting, very little 
changes were necessary in the new 
regulations to make the grade of milk, 
required in Lower Merion, conform 
to the standards of "A" milk classi- 
fication as fixed by the State. 

"This is indicative," said Dr. Wil- 
bur, "of the milk control progress in 
Lower Merion in insisting on only the 
higher and safer grades of milk used 
for consumption." 

Dr. Grim stated that the new regu- 
lations were necessary at this time 
to offset similar regulations made in 
nearby States. Unless these regula- 
tions were introduced, the milk con- 
trol .officer said, there would be a 
tendency on the part of milk distribu- 
tors to dump lower grades of milk in 
Lower Merion in order to supply other 
territory with higher grades, where 
strict standards were already in 
force. 

The regulations as passed only re- 
fer to milk being distributed for pas- 
teurization. 

Passage of the new regulations con- 
stitutes an extension of the milk con- 
trol service in this district. Hereto- 
fore, milk control has been limited to 
inspection of dairies and farms deal- 
ing in raw milk distribution. 

Dr. Grim expained that the regula-

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Hoover Viewed as Friend of German Interests 
by Average German, Frank Schrepf er Writes 



This is the second installment of a 
letter from Frank A. Schrepf er, Nar- 
berth legionnaire and Penn Professor, 
who is spending a Sabbatical year 
abroad. The attitude of Germans 
toward America is vividly described 
by Mr. Schrepf er. 



Majorities Impossible 

"The ensuing campaign is likely to 
hinge on an interesting point of in- 
ternal German politics. The large 
number of parties has made a clear, 
not to say, strong majority for one 
party an impossibility. The present 
regime came into power and has held 
power, with less than twenty-five per 
cent of voting strength. It has never 
reached forty per cent. In the last 
elections, the Nazis had approximate- 
ly forty per cent of the cast vote. 
On precedent, the government should 
have been turned over to them. The 
Von Papen cabinet used a high hand 
in crushing the Nazis, probably with- 
in constitutional limits, tho' that is 
another point on which I do not pre- 
tend to full knowledge. Naturally, 
the Nazis are resentful that a 
twenty-five per cent party should 
deny them the power. It is current 
gossip that if the Nazis chose to at- 
tempt a coup d'etat, they would suc- 
ceed. Reluctance to adopt this course 
is ascribed to two major reasons. 
First, the failure of the Munich 
"putsch" makes it imperative for the 
continued existence of the party to 
avoid a repetition of that failure. 
Second, and more important, is a 
patriotic regard for the possible effect 
on German interests as a result of 
outside influences, which might be 
inimical to German welfare. Trans- 
lated, this means that there is fear 
that France would seize upon such a 
condition as a pretext for a re-occu- 
pation of German territory. 

"It is also currently believed that 
Von Schleicher, tho' a member of the 
Von Papen cabinet, is friendly to the 
Nazis. As an indication of the truth 
of this statement, it is pointed out 
that the morning after Hitler had re- 
fused to accept a minor position in 
the cabinet, he was the breakfast 
Kuest of General von Schleicher. Hit- 
ler's refusal to accept a subordinated 
position was a strategic move, to re- 
move the possibility that failures of 
the van Papen regime, accidental or 
intrigued, would be used to prove 
that with Hitler in a position of 
power, matters were no better and 
possibly worse. 

"The other parties muster neither 
enough votes nor power to become im- 
portant factors, per se. Their real 
significance is in the fact that they 
hold enough votes, in the aggregate, 
to prevent a real majority of one of 
the larger parties. They represent 
chiefly sectional, social, or religious 
ideals, and many of them will prob- 
ably disappear soon. Part of the 
strategy of the more vigorous and 
aggressive parties is to build for 
future strength by enlisting the 
young people as auxiliary agencies of 
propaganda and strength demonstra- 
tions. We have nothing in our poli- 
tics comparable in extent to the 
youth movement in German politics. 
Most of the conservative older gener- 
ation resent the fact that 'young- 
sters' of twenty are permitted to 
vote. Organized groups of boys and 
girls, of tenderer years, however, arc 
active. 

Attitude Toward America 

"All told, it would appear that peo- 
ple take their politics seriously every- 
where. Our own Presidential cam- 
paign is receiving little attention un- 
der the present circumstances. I feel 
sure this would not be the case if 
there were no election scheduled here 
two days before our own battle of 
issues. The average German has a 
very high regard for Hoover, based 
entirely on the conviction, that he is 
a friend of German interests. The 
average German knows probably 
slightly less of internal American 
politics than the average American 
knows of German affairs. It is still 
something of a mystery to the Ger- 
mans, this matter of American par- 
ticipation in the war. The usual cyni- 
cal statement is that Germany made 
her cardinal error by not borrowing 
money from America at the out- 
break of the war. With her European 
antagonists it is a simple matter. 



France, the traditional en«my5 Eng- 
land the commercial and «mpire- 
building rival; Russia, the tool of the 
British. Italy is dismissed as an 
unstable quantity at all timet. But 
why America, with no rival interests 
and no traditional hatreds, and with 
a large part of the population of Ger- 
man origin or descent, should have 
entered the war remains beyond com- 
prehension. This attitude, of course, 
is a reflection of the fact that indi- 
viduals try to understand world prob- 
lems from personal points of view. 
There is little obvious bitterness, 
rather a pleased acknowledgment of 
the fact that Americans appear to 
bear no ill will. That is the European 
viewpoint. With traditions of na- 
tional animosities that extend 
through the centuries, and with the 
balance of power and prestige having 
shifted so frequently during these 
centuries, there remains only the am- 
bition to be on top of the heap and 
to stay there as long as possible. That 
a complete change of view and a 
new system of thought is needed be- 
fore there Can be a lasting peace is 
beyond question. The peace agen- 
cies of the world have their work cut 
out for them if they hope to accom- 
plish the necessary psychological 
revolution that must take place if 
another war is^ to be prevented. I 
grow increasingly pessimistic. 

"The local news has not been com- 
forting. The prevalence of infantile 
paralysis is a dreadful thing. The 
coming of the cold weather should 
end the worst visitation. The authori- 
ties are to be congratulated on the 
steps taken. This is the end of the 
'single stamp' weight, so Auf Weider- 
sehn!"
